Ex-treasurer to go 
bankrupt because of 
Sumpter board vote 


Former Sumpter Township Treasurer 
Peggy Morgan told the board Tuesday that 
she will be filing for bankruptcy because of 
board action last year. 

She said when she was on the board, 
Financial Director Scott Holtz explained the 
union wanted to go with MERS instead of 
Nationwide for retirement and, “We agreed 
to it as a board.” 

After she was unsuccessful at re-election, 
Morgan sought her five years of retirement 
funds, and Nationwide first said they had to 
have her hiring date in the computer. She 
said the Sumpter Human Resources Director 
didn’t enter it after repeated requests, and 
when she finally did, it was wrong. Then, it 
was corrected. 

She said MERS sent her $925, when it 
should have been more than $22,000. 
Morgan explained she borrowed $8,700 
from Nationwide to help her children and 
paid all but $555.43 back. Nationwide 
showed her balance as zero and on Dec. 31, 
MERS showed just her balance on the loan. 

She held up a stack of bills she intended 
to pay with her retirement money that was 
hers. She can’t pay them. Her car will be 
repossessed. She said this affects every 
employee in the township. “No one knows 
where the money is,” she said. “That’s my 
money. How can you hold my money?” It 
was explained there was a hefty penalty 
to move the money from Nationwide to 
MERS and Sumpter didn’t pay the penalty. 
They are looking into the penalty, Deputy 
Supervisor Karen Armatis said.

He 
apparently was quoting Human Resources 
Director Abdul Madyun. 

They also talked about money to fix the 
roads vs. money for education. 

“We need to fix the roads, but not on the 
students’ backs,” Kudlak said. He added 
that Gov. Whitmer wants to keep the 
money for schools in the education bag.

Here’s information on 
Michigan school funding 


To the editor: 

As we see the now-annual publication of 
our local governing and educational bodies’ 
salaries and benefits, I am once again 
motivated to provide some insight. 

At a time when your readers will be 
browsing the compensation of all those 
employed by the Van Buren Public Schools, 
potentially judging the compensation as too 
high, The Detroit News has provided some 
great resources to help us understand how 
this kind of perception is wrong. I will 
provide links to some resources at the end 
of this letter. 

Ill start by saying what I always say, we 
need to support our school district more. 
As shown by The News pieces and study 
conducted by Michigan State University, 
the Headlee Amendment and Proposal A 
has had a drastic, devastating effect on the 
ability of the state and local municipality 
(and school boards) to generate revenue. 

From “Michigan School Finance at the 
Crossroads: A Quarter Century of State 
Control” (emphasis mine): 

e (Proposal A) lowered property taxes and 
narrowed, but did not eliminate, revenue 
inequalities across districts. Proposal A also 
sharply restricted the ability of Michigan 
citizens to determine the level of funding 
for their local public schools. Michigan 
has never calibrated funding levels to the 
resources needed for students to meet 
outcome standards, even as the federal No 
Child Left Behind Act and the Michigan 
Merit Curriculum dramatically increased 
achievement expectations. 

e After adjusting for inflation, total 
K-12 education funding declined by 30% 
between 2002 and 2015. Seventy-four 
percent of this decline was due to declining 
state support for schools. Per-pupil revenue 
declined by 22% during the same period. 

e Proposal A devoted little attention to 
addressing the added costs of educating 
students with added needs. While the 
number of at-risk students has increased 
significantly, inflation-adjusted at-risk 
funding per at-risk students has plunged 
by over 60% since 2001. 

e Michigan ranks dead last among states 
in total education revenue growth since 
the passage of Proposal A. After adjusting 
for inflation, Michigan’s education revenue 
in 2015 was only 82% of the state’s 1995 
revenue. No other state is close to a decline 
of this magnitude. In 48 states, 2015 
education revenue was higher, often much 
higher, than in 1995. Michigan’s real per- 
pupil revenues declined by 15% over this 
same period, ranking 48" among the 50 
states. 

e In the early years following Proposal 
A’s passage, the Legislature transferred 
over $600 million annually from the state’s 
General Fund to the School Aid Fund. 
In recent years, however, transfers 
have gone in the other direction, as 
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the Legislature has devoted over $600 
million of SAF revenue to activities 
formerly funded by the General Fund. 
This represents a net decline of over $1.2 
billion annually in state revenues devoted 
to K-12 education between 1995 and 2015 
(more than $850 per pupil), or a decline of 
$1.6 billion when adjusted for inflation. 

e Federal law grants students with 
disabilities the right to a free and appropriate 
education, but allows states to decide how 
to pay for those services. Michigan has 
placed most of the funding responsibility 
on the local and county levels. Proposal 
A, however, precludes local districts from 
levying taxes to cover addition special 
education costs, and intermediate school 
district have very unequal ability to raise 
revenues for special education services. 

e The sweeping Proposal A changes 
did not include any elements directed 
to financing school facilities. School 


construction and infrastructure 
improvements remain a local 
responsibility, funded entirely by 
local property taxes. Consequently, 


inequalities in Michigan School Finance 
at the Crossroads 3 local districts’ property 
wealth create dramatic disparities in facility 
quality across Michigan districts. 

e The quality of school facilities matters 
greatly for the type of learning experiences 
that students have access to. They also 
matter for community development and 
engagement. These opportunities are very 
unequally distributed across Michigan 
communities. 

For me, this stuff is really hard to read. 
I knew, compared to other states, that 
my property taxes were low. I knew that 
Michigan has been losing residents at each 
census. And I knew that locally, obtaining 
funding for our school district has been 
tough. And now it’s all right here in front 
of me. A state constitutional amendment 
that was enacted before I was born, and 
proposal that was passed before I could vote 
has created this situation. By the actions of 
those over 40 years ago, we live in a state I 
love that is dead last in educational revenue. 
I wonder what we’re going to do about it?

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VBT Lake Workshop set Feb. 28 to educate public on lake

Although permits for a proposed September 
or October drawdown of Belleville Lake 
this fall are yet to be approved, Van Buren 
Township is setting up a Lake Workshop, 
with a date of Feb. 28, to educate the public 
on what they can do with the lake. 

VBT Public Services Director Matthew 
Best explained the meeting to the township 
Environmental Commission at its regular 
meeting on Jan. 16. 

Best said the township is still waiting 
for information from Eagle Creek, which 
operates French Landing Dam, owned by the 
township. Eagle Creek is seeking the permits 
for the draw down. 

The township wants to hold the Lake 
Workshop to explain the permits needed from 
the Michigan Department of Environmental 
Quality on docks and to answer building 
department questions on structures and the 
shoreline ordinance. 

Best said they will show, “Here’s what you 
can do without a permit and when you need 
permits and where to get them.” 

He said people should set up one-on- 
one appointments with him or Director of 
Planning and Economic Development Ron 
Akers to ask about projects on particular 
properties. 

“This is not a complaint session,” he said of 
the workshop. 

He said they plan to invite lake shoreline 
and dock companies that do work to set up 
information tables in the hallway outside the 
meeting room to talk with lakeside residents. 

Best also said they plan to set up a volunteer 
signup table for people interested in working 
on the drawdown. They also will try to do 
signups on line, he said. 

Best said the township will not sponsor any 
part of the drawdown, but will coordinate 
removal of trash by volunteers, who will be 
needed to pick up tires and take them to the 
landfill. 

Best said they want to give residents the 
basics on what they can and cannot do on 
the lake and township property. It will not be 
talking about something they did that wasn’t 
proper. 

“We want to help the lake and the community 
around the lake to be better,” Best said. “This 
is the first step.” 

Environmental Commission chairman 


David Brownlee noted the workshop is not 
specific to the drawdown. 

In answer to another question, Best 
emphasized the township will not be 
undertaking any dredging projects now. 

When Brownlee asked when the drawdown 
would be done, if they get permission, Best 
said the earliest it could happen would be 
the last week in September, noting this was 
a wild guess. 

“We could do it all the way through 
November,” he said. “Eagle Creek will be 
telling us and it will be in their permit.” 

He said Sandy’s Marina would say to 
schedule it for end of October, to maximize 
the boating season. 

“This is as long as FERC lets us,” Best said, 
referring to the Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission that oversees the dam operation 
and would have to give permission for the 
drawdown. 

Brownlee said the drawdown of the water 
in the lake will expose a lot of things, such as 
cars and other big things that have become 
embedded in the lake bottom. Since people 
need a permit to take out things that are 
embedded, how will people be able to get 
a permit from MDEQ in the short time the 
water is down? 

Best said the people from the state will be 
here every day of the drawdown and will be 
able to make quick decisions. 

Best joked that the old sheriff of Rawsonville 
is supposedly down there handcuffed to a 
saloon post. He referred to a story of when the 
dam turned the Huron River into Belleville 
Lake in 1925. 

Brownlee asked about dilapidated docks and 
Best said they would be handled on a case- 
by-case basis, but it’s hard to do enforcement 
without water in the lake so the places can be 
approached. He said a handful of docks have 
been given citations for being unsafe. 

“Eventually, we’ll have to pull Belleville 
in officially,’ Brownlee said, referring to the 
Belleville city residences along the lake. 

“T talked with the city manager yesterday 
and for them this is a really small thing in 
2019,” Best said, noting the city seawall 
repair is slated for this spring. 

“Throw a party for volunteers?” Best 
suggested. “I don’t know what else they 
could do that we aren’t already doing.” 

Brownlee asked about having someone to 
answer a phone for people who had questions

before, during, and after the drawdown, 
and Best said the building and planning 
department number will be answered by staff. 

“There will be a process in place,” Best 
said. 

Commissioner Benjamin Ross asked about 
boaters on the lake during the drawdown. 
He said the lake is 15 feet deep at Mission 
Pointe. 

“The DNR could say no boat wake in the 


drawdown,” Best said. “It happens slowly,” 
he said of the receding water. “Fish know it’s 
coming and get the hell out of the way.” 

The township will be working with the 
volunteer group that gets formed and zones 
will be assigned to pick up and transport 
items, Best said. 

“At the end, people can clean up and have 
a party to celebrate,” Best said, noting the

township can gather donations for t-shirts for 
volunteers. 

Private properties will do their own 
cleanups, he said. 

Brownlee said people have asked him, 
“What is the drawdown going to do to my 
existing seawall?” Brownlee said he tells 
them nothing will happen because of the 
shortness of the drawdown and the time of 
year. 

Brownlee asked if someone will be at the 
workshop to address these concerns. 

“If they want to ask that question, [ll 
direct them to the seawall companies or they 
could come in to the building department and 
discuss individual situations. 

“It’s between the person and shoreline 
provider,” Best said. “Not me.” 

Township Trustee Paul White asked how 
much were they going to lower the lake. He 
said he believed that had said three to five 
feet. 

“That’s a good question,” Best said. He 
said the people at the dam said for the Part 12 
Inspection of the dam they want to do, they 
might have to lower it from three to seven 
feet, “whatever they need for inspection.” 

Best said if it goes down seven feet people 
will be able to see the river channel in the 
lake. 

“That'd be pretty cool,” he said. 

In other business at the Jan. 16 meeting, the 
commission got a report on what was at first 
thought to be a new drainage pipe near the 


North I-94 Service Drive that was draining 
into the roadside ditch after rainstorms. 

Best said he went walking around the site 
and found that the pipe is not new, but goes 
underneath a large, established pine tree. He 
showed a picture of a manhole drain where 
rainwater drains from around the piles of 
stone, sand, and rocks into the pipe and into 
the roadside drain. 

The water drains south from this area. The 
millings are piled elsewhere and rainwater 
from them drains another direction. 

Commissioner Tony Gibson, who had 
been concerned about the possibility of 
contaminated water coming from the site, 
thanked Best for the follow up to his question 
about the pipe. 

In another follow-up report, Brownlee said 
he talked to Andrew Brown at the Huron 
River Watershed Council and Brown told 
him it is safest not to use untreated water 
from the lake to water crops. There is no 
proof yet that the PFAS in the water could be 
harmful to crops, but it’s just good common 
sense. There is no concern with watering a 
lawn with lake water, Brownlee said. 

Commissioner Ross said he saw a lot of 
trash on the Rawsonville Road overpass the 
week of Christmas, but it is cleaned up now. 
Gibson said he read the concerns of a resident 
about that trash in the Independent. Best said 
it could have been a trash truck without a tarp 
that lost some of its load. 

Also, House Bill 6533, to do away with 
bottle recycling, never made it out of 
committee in the state legislature, Brownlee 
said.

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School Finance Director Shareen Barker 
resigns to move near daughter

The Van Buren Public Schools district has 
begun a search for a new finance director, 
following the resignation of Shareen 
Barker who has been in that position for 
four years. The resignation was to be 
effective Feb. 15. 

At Monday’s meeting of the school board, 
School Supt. Pete Kudlak said Barker is 
moving to Tennessee or Kentucky, where 
her daughter is located. Barker was not 
present at this meeting or the last school 
board meeting on Jan. 28. 

Later he said Barker’s daughter is in the 
military and stationed at Fort Campbell, 
which is located in both Tennessee and 
Kentucky and Barker wants to be closer to 
her to help her. 

Barker’s salary had been $97,570.70 with 
total compensation of $149,275.80, which 
includes FICA and retirement and health 
benefits, according to the 2018 salary 
list provided by the school district and 
published last week. 

Since the Finance Director position 
includes oversight of the Transportation and 
Food Services departments, Supt. Kudlak 
said the Transportation responsibilities 
have been taken over by the administration 
temporarily, gesturing to Human Resources 
Director Abdul Madyun. There was no 
announcement on who would be watching 
Food Services until a new director is hired. 

Kudlak said a posting for the position 
has been prepared and was sent to Wayne 
RESA for review. The job was expected to 
be posted Feb. 12, for two weeks, and then 
the hiring procedure will be followed. 

Later in the meeting, Curriculum Director 
Jeff Moore addressed the rising number of 
snow days called by the district because of 
recent frigid, snowy, and icy weather. He 
said it has been a tricky series of events, 
since the days were taken off during a 
time of exam, report cards, and teachers’ 
personal development days, which had to 
be rescheduled. 

“It’s been a challenge,’ Director Moore 
said, noting many people may think 
educators like to have emergency days off, 
but it’s been hard. 

Kudlak said he was at a superintendents’ 
conference recently, where the number of 
snow days was addressed. He said the state 
allows six snow days and as of Monday, 
the Van Buren district had seven. [The next 
morning another snow day was announced, 
so that makes eight.] 

He said the state school superintendent 
wanted to do a blanket waiver of two 
to three days for all the schools in the 
state, but found she couldn’t. She told the 
superintendents to apply to her separately 
for waivers and she will be very flexible. 

He said the waivers could only be for two 
or three days. He said a district can’t go 
nine days without adding additional days 
at the end of the school year. 

Also at Monday’s one hour and 16-minute 


meeting, the board: 

e Heard Curriculum Director Jeff Moore 
announce that Owen Intermediate School 
Assistant Principal Andrew Lindsay has 
been named the Assistant Principal of 
the Year by the Michigan Elementary & 
Middle School Principals’ Association; 

e Heard a presentation by Jason 
Strzalkowski and Stefanie Halliday, district 
technology coaches, on the progress made 
this year regarding teacher support with 
software programs and computer hardware 
training;

e Held the first reading of a policy update 
as recommended by Thrun Law Firm, 
having to do to arbitrage. The district had 
a policy in 2013, but it was not adopted for 
some reason, so Thrun drafted one which 
complies with IRS rules and is clearer to 
read. The second reading and approval will 
be held at the board’s Feb. 25 meeting when 
it will be attached to closing documents on 
the bond sale;
